Must be clean and dry | CLEAN aluminum trays or foil Aerosol cans
Remove lids. DO NOT FLATTEN CANS Clothes hangers

Must be clean and dry | Detergent bottles OK if rinsed. Leave small caps on Keurig K-cups
Leave lids on. bottles; loose caps can clog sorting equipment. Plastic bags

.Do not mix yard waste with other recyclables or household trash.

* Place loose in a trash can or wheeled cart labeled “yard waste,” or use paper yard waste bags (aka leaf bags).
You may NOT use plastic trash bags for yard waste.

* Small limbs up to 4" in diameter, cut to max. length 4-feet, may be tied into collectible bundles.

* Please cut thorny branches into small pieces and place in a closed bag for the safety of the collectors.

Small items (lamps, etc) may be put out
with regular trash. If item is too large, it cannot be collected, and you can schedule a bulk item pickup.
